Since our last report we have 
set a church in order at Mt. 
Providence with 37 members. 
We find some good people at 
this place that want the truth, 
while others are against the 
government of the church. 

I baptized three and there 
were more to be baptized, but 
didn’t have sufficient clothing. 
The people there are very poor, 
we have to pay all of our ex- 
penses. We go to Chapelton on 
the train then hire a car to take 
us to the mountains. 

We pay 25 cents per mile each 
way, making it $7.00 for four- 
teen miles. 

We didn’t mention our sick- 
ness in the last report, so I will 
say something of it this time. 
The third week that we were 
here I was taken down With ap- 
pendicitis. For a week or more 
I thought I would die, but my 
faithful wife held on to God in 
prayer day and night and the 
members of the church, that we 
had set in order, would come 
and pray for me and wife cabled 
Headquarters to pray, _so the 


Lord answered prayers, and 
after two weeks in bed He 
raised me up. 

We were twenty-eight miles 


out from Kingston in the moun- 
tains and the food that we could 
get did not agree with me, 
which made it: very hard for me 
to recover, 

The lady with whom we 
roomed said that she never saw 
a person like my wife, she was 
so calm and didn’t get alarmed 
but kept praying; said if it were 
her that she would be crying 
and send for the doctor. She 
became convinced that the Lord 
could heal and later she took 
a pain in her side and called for 
prayer and the Lord healed her 
instantly. 

Just as I began to recover, we 
received a letter from home that 


imy wife’s mother had a fall 


and 
and 


and her hip was broken 
she could never walk again, 


‘a little later said we need not be 


surprised to hear of her death 
at any time. A few days after 
her accident we received anoth- 
er letter that our youngest son 
was driving his car in Tampa 
and the street car ran into his 
car and seriously hurt him, and 
that he was in the hospital with 
one leg cut nearly off and 
crushed in his chest and several 
bad gashes on his head. We 


could do nothing but call on the 
Lord and surely He has helped 
us. We hear that our son is 
able to go to work and our 
mother will soon be up. To Him 
be all the glory. 


The work in Kingston is 
looking better. We find oppo- 
sition here with the professed 
folks. One minister asked me 
why I didn’t go to South Ameri- 
ca and preach tothe Indians; 
another man asked me about 
my faith and when I told him, 
he spoke against it, and said 
that it would make these people 
worse. I told him not so, that 
we had some of the best people 
in America, and he said that he 
didn’t deny that but the Holy 
Ghost movement would not do 
here. So I don’t know what 
he would recommend for this 
people as he seems to think he 
knows more than God. 

We walked the streets for 
about three weeks searching for 
a building for a mission. We 
find that rent is very high here. 
We pay $20.00 per month for a 
small building and I had to buy 
lumber for making seats, mak- 
ing about $35.00 to begin with.

DAY OF SMALL THINGS? 





The Fields Are White To Har- © 


vest, Laborers So Few, Ev- 
ery One Should Be Busy

We judge from the portion of 
Scripture written in Zech. 4:10, 
that it is possible that some may 
despise the day of small things. 
Despise, means to look down 
upon with disfavor, or con- 
tempt. Small, means little in 
size, not large in number, dur- 
ation, value, trivial, insignifi- 
cant. *, 

I wonder if sonie of us are 
looking upon the small things 
of life with disfavor or con- 
tempt and that we are letting 
many golden opportunities of 
working for the Master pass us 
unnoticed or rather we look up- 
on them with disfavor or con- 
tempt, because it is such a little 
thing to do. Remember the sto- 
ry of Naaman the leper, how 
displeased he was to do such a 
small thing as to dip himself: 
in the River Jordan seven times. 

I have heard men that have 
been Very successful in accumu- 
lating wealth say that their suc- 
cess lies in looking after the 
small things. They say to take 


care of the pennies and the dol- . 


lars will take care of themselves. 

I notice the banks and Mer- 
cantile Co., do not despise the 
little things but are very care- 
ful to look after and take care 
of the smallest item. I notice 
the Rail Road Companies, have 
men all along the way to take 
care of the Company’s interest 
and that they are very zealous 
in looking after the little things 
as well as the greater, in fact, 
it is the small things in most 
instances coming together that 
make the greater. 

As we travel over the coun- 
try we see the large streams, 
and bodies of water, which are 
very beautiful to look upon, but 
when we consider their great- 
ness and how they are com- 
posed we see that it is the small 
tributaries coming together that 
make the large bodies on which 
the great steamers can go car- 
rying their cargoes of food and 
merchandise to the inhabitants 
of earth. 

I have heard of men failing 
in business, because they looked 
upon the small things with dis- 
favor, or contempt, and while 
looking for something great to 
do would fail, and many times 
have to close their doors in 
disgrace. 

Whto hath despised the day of 
small things? 

I have heard people say that 
they wanted todo something 
for the Lord, and many times 
have been made to wonder if 
they were looking for some- 
thing too great for them. Paul 
exhorts us not to be like chil- 
dren, but to be strong like men. 
Many times we see children try- 
ing to do something that is im- 
possible for them to do.
